Mr. Roosevelt summoned five 
cabinet members and the chiefs 
of his m ajor spending agencies to 
the W hite House to discuss a spe­ 
cial message to congress and a ra ­ 
dio address. The message is sched­ 
uled definitely for Thursday, the 
radio talk tentatively for Thurs­ 
day night. 
More WPA Funds 
From a high adm inistration of­ 
ficial came word that the presi­ 
dent would discuss a wide range 
of subjects, including internation­ 
al aspects. A recommendation that 
$1,250,000,000 
be 
appropriated 
. for W PA's work relief project is 
likely, and the president 
is 
ex­ 
pected generally to disclose his de­ 
cision on additional 
expenditures 
to "prim e the business pump." 
There 
was 
some speculation 
that the chief executive might re­ 
ply to critics who have urged him 
to reassure business by announc­ 
ing a m oratorium 
on 
"reform " 
legislation. The possibility that he 
might

symbol of integrity and power in 
the world of finance, dropped his 
name today to become convict No. 
94835 in Sing Sing prison. 
In a few quickly moving hours, 
the former broker who served as 
president of the New York stock 
exchange for five term s had been 
rushed from the old Tombs prison 
in New York city, taken aboard a 
train for Ossining, thence to the 
big state prison, stripped, bathed, 
questioned and given a suit of 
gray shoddy.

JAPANESE ARE 
IN TIGHT SPOT 


Chinese Retake Chufu; 
Put Invaders on the 
Defensive 


Shanghai, April 13 (Wednesday) 
(JP)—Foreign military observers be­ 
lieve the Japanese are in an ex­ 
tremely difficult military position 
in south Shantung province, where 
persistent Chinese counterattacks 
have put the Japanese on the de­ 
fensive along the 150-mile battle­ 
front. 
Continuing their aggressive tac­ 
tics, the Chinese said today they 
had retaken Chufu, birthplace of 
Confucius, on the Tientsin-Pukow 
railway. 
The Chinese said they 
scaled the walls of Chufu and en­ 
gaged the Japanese in hand-to-hand 
combat. 
The Chinese said they occupied 
hllla surrounding Yihsien, on a spur 
line east of the railway, in a night 
attack Md were engaging the Japa­ 
nese defenders of that city in a 
sanguinary battle. 
The center of 
fighting shifted to Yihsien, accord­ 
ing to the Chinese, after they drove 
the Japanese from Taierhchwang, 
26 miles to the southeast. 
Reinforcements by the thousands 
were being rushed into the Shan­ 
tung war zone by the Japanese in 
an effort to repel the Chinese offen­ 
sive and make possible the con­ 
tinuance of the Japanese campaign 
against Suchow and other strategic 
cities along the Lunghai railway, 
transportation 
artery 
of central 
China. 
The Tientsin-Pukow line 
joins the Lunghai at Suchow, about 
60 miles houthwest of 
Taierhch­ 
wang.

bologna and potato salad, tea and 
corn starch pudding,

cell 
block

world,” 
a dreary gray building 
113 years old. 
Thus he began serving a 5-to-10 
year sentence for grand larceny 
imposed upon him yesterday for 
having misused $214,000 worth of 
securities entrusted to his care by 
the New York Yacht club 
And 
members of his family. 
The cell to which he was as­ 
signed 
is four and a half feet 
wide, seven feet long, six and a 
half feet high. 
Stone walls on 
three sides, in front a solid iron 
door with a narrow grating at the 
top. 
There are bed bugs in the cell 
block, W arden Lawes said, and 
when the river rises the 
whole 
block gets damp. So cramped will 
W hitney be that he will have to 
crawl into his cot from the foot. 
There is no plumbing in the block. 
For the next ten days he will 
be interviewed by half a dozen 
men to determine what his future 
will be in the prison. He may be 
assigned 
to dig ditches or load 
and unload cars, and may be as­ 
signed to clerical work.

He indicated that Schram would 
borrow $19,000,000 from existing 
banks and would add this sum to 
$16,000,000 in cash which the re­ 
ceivership has on hand. 
Diggs, in authorizing the pay­ 
off, rejected a proposal of Hugh J. 
Ferry and a group of large depos­ 
itors for the formation of a liquid­ 
ating corporation to take over re­ 
maining assets of the receivership. 
There has been no payoff since 
1934, when $84,000,000 was dis­ 
tributed.

Spectators clapped their hands 
as Jury Foreman Charlet Duncan, 
addressing Justice McTague, an­ 
nounced: "W e find the prisoner 
not guilty"— the end to a week­ 
long trial In which 
the crown 
sought to prove Spencer had shot 
M itt Grier in a north woods hunt­ 
ing cabin they shared. 
Spencer, 
40-year-old 
married 
man and operator of a dairy farm 
at Wixom, Mich., since he ceased 
playing professional baseball, had 
insisted Miss Grier, former Pon­ 
tiac and Battle Creek, Mich., sten­ 
ographer, had killed herself. 
Out After Moose 
The day of Miss Grier’s death, 
Spencer had said, he had been out 
looking for moose tracks. When 
he returned, he said he found her 
body on the cabin’s kitchen floor. 
After several weeks of investiga­ 
tion, the crown charged him with 
murder. 
Before and since the trial be­ 
gan, Spencer's wife, Gertrude, had 
maintained belief 
in 
his 
inno­ 
cence. She had been a daily spec­ 
tator at the trial, and upon the 
verdict tonight was 
one of the 
first to hasten to her husband’s 
side as he left the prisoner’s box. 
Before giving the jury the case, 
Justice McTague cautioned it to 
ignore the "morals” of the rela­ 
tionship 
between 
Spencer 
and 
Miss Grier. 
Judge Approves 
In all time of history,” the 
justice said, "men have had their 
moments 
and 
their 
mistresses. 
But that has no bearing on this 
charge. You must have a moral 
certainty and conviction of guilt 
before you bring in a verdict of 
guilty." 
Upon the Jury s decision, Jus­ 
tice McTague said: 
" I’m in accord with the verdict 
you have returned. In my discus­ 
sion this afternoon I recorded my 
own views of the m atter.”

Bailey 
Circus— went on tonight 
despite a last-m inute strike that 
sprouted picket lines around Mad­ 
ison Square Garden. 
Just 
45 
minutes before the 
scheduled beginning of the 
eve­ 
ning performance members of the 
American 
Federation of Actors 
(AFL) 
employed 
in 
technical 
positions and as roustabouts and 
the like struck for higher Ray. 
They demanded the same wage 
acale for their work in the Garden 
as they are paid under canvas— a 
$60 a month minimum above sub­ 
sistence— instead of a $49 mini­ 
mum. 
John Ringling North, the young 
executive head of the big show, 
accused the union of violating a 
contract provision calling for a 
10-day period of arbitration be­ 
fore any strike. 
He contended the circus always 
had paid lower wages for Indoor 
work as compared with wages un­ 
der the big top. 
The performance was some 25 
minutes late in getting under w*ay 
and the grand opening parade was 
held without elephants or horses, 
the reason being that the rousta­ 
bouts were not on hand to make 
ready.

minister has visited Italy. 
Muasolini’s promise of a welcome 
came as a quick response to Brit­ 
ain’s pledge yesterday

recognition of Italy’s two-year-old 
conquest of Ethiopia. 
Reliable sources said it was es­ 
sential for Britain to sell British- 
Italian cooperation to Mussolini be­ 
fore 
Reichsfuehrer

stress the advantages of an Italian- 
Brltisb understanding.

Scott W. Lucas, the Horner organi­ 
zation’s entrant, in the contest for 
the Democratic senatorial nomina­ 
tion tonight. 
As returns from the nation’s first 
primary election accumulated, IgOe

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HIGHWAY WORK NEEDED 
W ashington, 
April 12. (A*)— 
President Roosevelt won a belat­ 
ed and possibly temporary victory 
today in the campaign he began 
last winter for reductions in high­ 
way appropriations to help 
bal­ 
ance the budget. 
The house appropriations com­ 
mittee, approving a $797,786,515 
appropriation for the agriculture 
departm ent for the 
fiscal 
year 
starting July I, included 
$100,- 
000,000 for roads— only enough 
to finance the current 
highway 
program until 
congress 
recon­ 
venes in January. 
But Chairman Cartwright (D- 
Okla.) of the house roads commit­ 
tee immediately began an effort to 
have the fund increased to more 
than $200,000,000, 
the approx­ 
imate amount congress has au­ 
thorized annually for many years. 
“I expect that almost the full 
amount will be contained In the 
hill when it passes 
the 
house,” 
Cartwright said. 
“The bureau of 
roads 
has informed me that it 
needs $101,500,000 more than the 
$100,000,000 
the bill carries to 
meet the obligations for which It 
already has contracted.” 
Farm Hone ti t a Provided 
Since President Roosevelt urg­ 
ed curtailm ent of highway spend­ 
ing in u message to congress 
on 
November 29, business has been 
in h slump and he now is consid­ 
ering a huge new “pump priming’’ 
program of public works. In view 
of that, some legislators said, it 
wa likely the house would restore 
the road appropriation to its nor­ 
mal level. 
For the agriculture department 
as a whole, the house committee 
recommended 
$73,975,684 
less 
than the current year’s appropria­ 
tion and $10,431,398 less than the 
budget 
bureau 
recommended. 
Augmented by autom atic appro­ 
priations. the total available for 
the departm ent under the commit­ 
tee’s recommendations would be 
$951,039,580. 
The btu the committee laid be­ 
fore the house 
includes 
$485,- 
000.000 for benefit payments to 
farmers aud adm inistration of the 
new farm act; 
$100,000,000 for 
roads: $8,000,000 for control of 
Bang's 
disease and tuberculosis 
ainoug cattle: $23,526,000 for the 
long-established soil conservation 
service; $6,550,000 for the farm 
credit adm inistration;

The fact that the “test vote” In 
Branch County, believed to be dry 
territory, went nearly two to one 
against the leagup Is not so sig­ 
nificant as the fact th at the effort 
made 
by 
the dry leaders was

boast about. 
Following the Branch County 
election it was im mediately appar­ 
ent that the league has some “or­ 
ganizing” to do within Its own 
ranks before it can hope to step 
out and organize counties for a 
dry vote. 
This Is adm itted by 
Luren D. Dickinson, of Charlotte, 
president of the league. 
“We have learned 
something 
about ourselves th at may be help­ 
ful,” Dickinson said. “We have 
made m istakes that will have to 
be corrected.” 
The Branch County election re­ 
vealed that the league cannot now 
lay claim to being a completely 
efficient and businesslike organi­ 
zation. 
It succeeded in antagon­ 
izing and discouraging tho local 
dry leaders. 
If any complete and 
proper accounting of the funds it 
raised in Branch County has been 
made, it could not be ascertained 
from D. L. McBride, of Lansing, 
the Michigan superintendent. 
Two organizers, working out of 
the State headquarters, went into 
the county to set up an organiza­ 
tion and solicit funds. 
The local 
leaders 
charged 
th at they did 
nothing but solicit funds. 
They 
further charge that not a dime 
collected ever was turned over to 
the local committee to be used in 
the campaign. 
McBride 
said 
that no funds 
were turned over to State head­ 
quarters, 
th at 
the money was 
turned over to the local commit­ 
tee. 
These two statem ents indicate, 
at 
least, 
that something went 
wrong somewhere. 
McBride 
explained 
that 
the 
workers 
from 
his headquarters 
are employed on a salary basis 
and th at when they go Into a 
county to solicit funds they are 
“on their own.” 
They are sup­ 
posed to collect their salaries and 
lf they collect anything in excess 
of that, turn it into the county 
campaign fund. 
It Is entirely possible that the 
workers in Branch County didn't 
succeed in collecting their salar­ 
ies. 
In any event the local dry load­ 
ers might be pardoned a certain 
curiosity sr to Just how much 
money was collected in their own 
front yard and as to whom it was 
collected from.

Warning Is Issued 
On Water Supplies 
In Luce, Mackinac 


There are many homes on the 
outskirts of villages and in the 
country where no 
public 
water 
supply is 
available 
and 
private 
wells must be used as sources of 
supply. This is indeed true of the 
area served by the 
District 
De­ 
partm ent of Health No. 6 where 
Newberry, Engadine, 
St. 
Ignace 
and Mackinac Island are the only 
areas having municipal water dis­ 
tribution systems. Samples from 
these w ater supplies are collected 
weekly and sent to the state la­ 
boratory to test them for safety 
in drinking. 
People 
using these 
supplies may feel safe in doing so. 
However, the great m ajority of 
homes 
in 
Mackinac 
and 
Duce 
counties 
rely 
on 
private 
wells 
which are liable to be contam inat­ 
ed at any time 
where 
most 
of 
them are not properly protected. 
During the routine inspection 
of summer resorts last year, 76 
samples of water out of 175 col­ 
lected were found to be contami­ 
nated, thus 
dem onstrating 
how 
great a possibility there is of hav­ 
ing an impure source of water. 
Precautions in 
well 
construc­ 
tion are for the purpose of pre­ 
venting the spread of disease. In­ 
fections such as 
typhoid 
fever, 
dysentery and 
certain 
diarrheas 
which develop in 
the 
intestinal 
tract, and only 
such 
infections 
can be conveyed from th e sick to 
the 
well 
person 
by 
drinking 
wilier. 
It is believed that the entrance 
of w ater into a well from the sur­ 
face of the ground is more likely 
to m ake trouble than th a t which 
reaches the well at greater depths. 
W ater which percolates for some 
distance 
downward 
through the 
soil will have some of its pollu­ 
tion removed by the straining and 
filtering action of 
the 
ground. 
The fact that pollution does not 
penetrate the ground to any great 
extent is important 
in 
develop­ 
ment of a safe well w ater supply. 
A well should be located as far 


as practicable 
from 
sources 
of 
contamination such as vault pri­ 
vies, septic tanks, cess pools,barn­ 
yards, sewers, and similar struc­ 
tures. It is impossible to specify 
a safe distance between 
a 
well 
and source of contamination, but 
where possible a w'ell should be 
located not nearer than 
75 
feet 
from a known source of pollution 
and at a greater 
distance 
when 
possible. 
The well should be so located 
on high ground that surface water 
will drain away from it. 
No well should be less than IO 
feet deep. 
The outside casing of dug wells 
should be water tight construction 
for a depth of at least IO feet be­ 
low' the natural ground surface. 
The outside casings 
of 
drilled 
and driven wells should be water 
tight 
throughout 
their 
entire 
length. 
A w ater tight concrete platform 
should cover the top of the well, 
sloping away from the pump. This 
platform should 
be 
at 
least 
4 
inches thick and extend a t least 
two feet in all directions from the 
well casing. 
The sanitarian of the District 
Department of Health is willing to 
take samples for testing from a 
well in the district, free of charge 
at any time. Write or phone the 
New’berry office of the Health De­ 
partm ent asking that a sample of 
water be taken for test and giv­ 
ing the exact location of the house 
where the w'ell is situated. 
The sanitarian is always glad to 
give advice on well construction. 
Pamphlets and plans are free for 
the asking.

Checking Human Erosion 
E 
VENTS often revive 
words 
not 
fre 
quently used. 
Erosion is an old word 
that has come into general use because of 
the emphasis in recent years on the im 
portance of saving the nation’s soil.

erosion 
is the gradual wearing away of the soil, 
but it is also applied to other things that 
are destroyed through a slow process. 
The earth is m an’s rightful 
domain, 
but history proves that man has not prop­ 
erly kept the earth, since he has permitted 
large portions of it to go to waste, open­ 
ing a possibility of starvation, the very 
thing which man first set out to 
avoid. 
Next to disease, man has always had him ­ 
self as his worst enemy. 
Apparently this 
enemy has been his inability to use his 
intellect for preservation of 
the 
earth 
committed to his care. 
W herever man has touched the earth it 
has broken down and washed 
away. 
A 
path to a cabin means the beginning of a 
gully th at Is destined to devour the whole 
hillside. 
Building of roads has led to de­ 
pletion of large sections of land. 
Until 
recent years mat) has not worried about 
erosion of soil for he could move when his 
land no longer produced. 
Growth of pop­ 
ulation and other economic factors have 
overtaken him in his flight from less pro­ 
ductive to more fertile acres. 
He is now 
forced to rebuild rather than m igrate. 
It is now recognized that 
saving 
the 
nation’s soil is an engineering job, but 
engineers say that their efforts must be 
supplemented by man’s love for the soil, 
his willingness to cooperate and a vision 
to see the size and 
importance 
of 
the 
problem. 
While a far-flung program 
has 
been 
launched by engineers to prevent erosion 
of the soil, sociologists have been 
gtvin.j 
study to another form of erosion that ap­ 
pears to be equally damaging to American 
life. 
Human erosion, it is now 
pointed 
out, threatens the morale of millions and 
is destined to destroy their earning power. 
Machines have about supplanted 
skilled 
workers, while millions have been forced 
to change their occupations to 
such 
an 
extent that their training no longer serves 
them to any great advantage. 
W ith little 
or no inducement to learn new trades, they 
follow the line of least resistance 
while 
their skill and training erodes. 
How to 
check this loss of human skill, ' and stop 
the drains on human energy and morale 
is evidently a problem more complicated 
than teaching farmers how to save their 
soil.

‘Look—-Be a Good Guy and Stop Haunting Us’ 


Milk—The Food Of A Nation 
T 
HE dairy industry is one of the largest 
in the country. 
An official statement 
shows that the nation has twenty-six mil­ 
lion dairy cows, on four and one-half mil­ 
lion farms, producing forty-seven billion 
quarts of milk every year at a value 
of 
nearly four billion dollars. 
The 
state­ 
ment also announces 
that 
areheologists 
have unearthed in the ancient city of Ur 
an impressive frieze showing men milking 
cows. 
Thus it is revealed that for a long 
time men have used milk as food. 
But while milk has been used as food in 
all known centuries, the past few decades 
have witnessed many changes in the scien­ 
tific development and widespread use of 
milk and milk products. 
Nearly seventy- 
five years ago Napoleon III was 
on 
the 
throne of France. 
He summoned an ob­ 
scure chemist of whom he had heard, for 
the then nearly unknown chemist, Louis 
Pasteur, had produced a wine that was 
finding its way into chambers 
of 
the 
most high. 
Napoleon’s purpose in send­ 
ing for Pasteur was to know how the feat 
had been accomplished. 
With instruments 
the scientist demonstrated to 
the 
ruler 
‘hat wine which had not been heated to a 
•ertain degree contained millions of germs 
and caused it to sour. 
From that 
hour 
Pasteur’s 
theories 
about germs challenged men of 
science, 
not only iii France, but 
throughout 
the 
Aorld. 
The path of progress for Pasteur 
was not immediately easy, for it is 
re­ 
corded that once he was challenged to a 
duel after an argument before the French 
Academy of Medicine. 
Out of need, 
suf­ 
fering, and sometimes sorrow, have come 
many of the world’s greatest 
blessings. 
Such is a part of the story of the univer­ 
sal use of milk without the life damaging 
effects of germs which raw milk contains. 


A Worthwhile Project 
THE Escanaba Kiwauis club is making 
plans for 
the 
establishment 
of 
a 
demonstration forest as a means of 
edu­ 
cating the public concerning the 
import­ 
ance of the reforestation program that is 
being conducted in this region. 
In this connection, an interesting 
re­ 
view of the progress of community 
for­ 
ests in the United States has been present­ 
ed by tho Federal Forest 
Service. 
Most 
of these projects have been centered 
in 
the New England States, and like similar 
ventures in the Old World, many of them 
have now reached the point where they 
are furnishing 
gainful 
employment 
to 
local residents and turning iii a profit to 
the communities. 
There are 1,09 7 town 
and community forests in this 
country, 
with about a score in Michigan. 
While the law creating community for­ 
ests in Michigan has been 
in 
existence 
since 1931, only a few Northern Michigan 
communities have taken advantage of its 
provisions. 
Land for the projects can be 
obtained at a nominal cost from the State 
and consists principally of tax-delinquent, 
homestead or swamp lauds. 
The commu­ 
nities may levy a tax of one-tenth mlil per 
dollar assessed valuation, not to 
exceed 
$5,(H'O in any one year, to operate 
such 
forests. 
If more money is needed it can 
be obtained with the approval of the vote* 
of three-fifths of the electors. 
Before the forests reach the point where 
timber and forest products can be harvest- 
«d, there is little return on the investment,,

DAMS OR BEAUTY ? 
(Milwaukee Journal) 
A proposed dam across the Potato river 
in Iron county again opens th e old con­ 
tention 
between 
conservationists 
and 
utilitarians. 
The conservationists want to preserve 
natural beauty, fine scenic places, the un­ 
spoiled forests, hills and rivers. 
The utilitarians want to “ utilize.” 
A 
fast-flowing river, to them, is 
potential 
power. 
A forest is timber in the raw. 
A 
hillside is a place for a billboard 
Somewhere in our hearts, or our centers 
of sentiment, most of us feel th at the con­ 
servationists are essentially right. 
There 
should be unexploited forests, hillsides and 
rivers in this land where we hope to find 
more than just physical comforts. 
But the practical parts of our 
minds 
swing us often to the side of the utilitar­ 
ians. There is this proposed dam on the 
Potato river, for instance. 
It would ruin 
a beautiful waterfall. 
It would 
pretty 
largely convert a lovely section of a fine 
river into an unlovely utility. 
However, utilitarians point out that the 
waterfall is in a remote hinterland; that 
it is visited by few; that though a trail 
and rough steps have been provided, even 
then few people cared enough to visit tho 
falls. 
And, to make this 
scenic 
beauty 
comfortably accessible, a costly 
develop­ 
ment of roads and perhaps a park would 
be needed. 
Meanwhile the flowing water could 
be 
harnessed, would be utilized constantly, 
would serve a local industry, would help 
with local employment, and would 
yield 
a return in money instead of demanding 
an expenditure of public funds for a park 
and continuous outlays for 
maintenance 
thereafter. 
There’s a lot in those contentions and 
conservationists are on 
difficult 
ground 
when they insist on preservation of nat­ 
ural beauty on the one hand, 
but 
then 
show so little interest in the beauty that 
they won’t even visit it unless the visit is 
made expensively convenient. 
However, by and large, there has been 
too much ruthless exploitation of natural 
resources, and such public bodies as Wis 
consul's public service commission should 
be slow about granting permits to build 
dams. 
Not many fine rivers are left. Not 
much of this state remains unslashed, un­ 
trampled and unspoiled.

London— Let’s drop In on Mr. X and see 
what he thinks about the course Britain 
is pursuing in a troubled world. 
His views should be enlightening since 
Mr. X is not just one man. He is a whole 
class of society— the great class of “ black 
coat w orkers.” 
Like his 
American 
counterpart, 
the 
“white collar” worker, he is neither rich 
nor poverty-stricken, and although he is 
one of the im portant vertebrae in the na­ 
tion’s backbone, his voice seldom is heard 
in the ruling councils of the land. 
Settling down In an easy chair by 
Mr 
X’s open coal fire I start the conversation 
with a question on the arm am ents race— 
one of the principal topics of 
the 
hour 
here. I find that Mr. X quite naturally de­ 
plores the world armaments 
race— but 
heartily approves of 
his 
country's 
pro­ 
digious rearm am ent program. 
“Good thing, our rearm am ent,” he says 
In a crisp, staccato accent. “ It’s the only 
thing we can do. Good insurance. Steady 
Ing influence in the world, too. 
“It’s far wiser for us to rearm than dis­ 
arm, don’t you think ” (Mr. X has a cur 
ious habit of ending a declaration with a 
question.) 
“A few years ago we were 
disarming 
while everybody else was rearm ing. 
We 
were in a most insecure position. 
“ Rearmam ent’s costing a devil of a lot 
but if it will save our lives it’s worth it.” 
— TAXES— AND TAXES— 
Mr. X knows whereof he speaks 
when 
he talks about the cost of rearm am ent for 
he pays much higher taxes than his Amer­ 
ican cousin. 
In his single days, Mr. X had to start 
paying an income tax when he was making 
only $750 a year. He paid $8 then. He got 
up to $2,000 a year shortly after he was 
married and had to give the government 
$C3 even after deducting his m arriage ex­ 
emption. And if he ever reaches $5,000 a 
year he will have to pay $663. 
But ifs not just the Income tax. 
He pours us a whisky and 
soda— and 
it’s one-third whisky and two-thirds tax 
at least so far as price is concerned. (The 
bottle cost $3.12— $1 for 
the 
whiskey, 
$2.12 for tax.) 
We light up cigarets which, due to im­ 
port and other taxes, cost 25 cents for 
A 
pack of 20. 
Yet he bears it all cheerfully for he’s 
an extremely patriotic individual to be­ 
gin with and was paying high taxes with­ 
out a grumble long before he had the add­ 
ed incentive of helping his nation 
"re­ 
arm for peace.” 
— WAR? NOT FOR BRITAIN— 
I resume our conversation with a lead­ 
ing question: 
“When do you think the next war will 
start?” 
“There’s not going to be another w ar,” 
Mr. X comes back quickly, “at least not 
for Britain. We re too 
strong. 
If 
the 
weight of our rearmament does not pre­ 
vent another war it at least will keep us 
out of it. 
No one would dare attack us.” 
Mr. X, while favoring a strong foreign 
policy, agrees with Prime Minister Cham­ 
berlain's plan of trying to make friends 
with the dictators. 
“ I hated to see Eden go.” he says. “ He’s 
a nice fellow and ail 
that— but 
honey 
catches more flies thau vinegar, 
doesu’t 
it?” 
I ignore his question to ask another of 
my own. 
“Do you hate the people of any 
other 
country, Mr. X?” 
He laughs. 
“ W e’re too phlegmatic to hate any one.” 
Then he explains that “hate” 
is 
too 
strong a word. 
He thinks 
perhaps 
ho 
still holds some of the traditional 
Eng­ 
lish distrust of the French. And, although 
he has lost a lot of it in recent years, he 
st ill has a little of the superiority com­ 
plex which has been drilled into him from 
schooldays—the feeling that the 
English 
are superior to other races. 
— DEMOCRACY— YES— 
He probably likes the Germans and the 
Scandinavians better than any others be­ 
cause they are more like him. 
“ W hat about you democracy, Mr. X, do 
you think it can be 
m aintained 
despite 
present trends?” 
“ Most certainly!” 
The temperament of the 
people, 
he 
opines, is not suitable for 
auy 
of 
the 
“isms.” Furtherm ore, English 
democracy 
gains strength from having 
the 
“ right 
m an” on the throne. 
The conversation switches 
into 
more 
peaceful paths such as social legislation. 
“ Fine thing, that.” says Mr. X. 
He especially favors old age 
pensions 
and unemployment, insurance 
for 
their 
scope has been extended to take in some 
of his class. 
The only thing lie can't understand is 
why some countries are so backward with 
social legislation. England has had it for 
so long 
some of it since before the war, 
in fact 
that he more or less takea it for 
granted.

W ashington, April 12.— The curt, two- 
page bill draw’n at the President’s orders 
to embody his pump-priming scheme 
is 
the shortest, and one of the most ingen­ 
ious New Deal measures 
ever 
devised. 
Among other things, it provides for 
the 
creation of a brand new type of security, 
skirts the danger of an increased govern­ 
ment debt, and makes it possible for pri­ 
vate dollars to prime the pump in 
some 
other fashion than by the gorged banks’ 
purchases of United States bonds. 
Unless the President has already torn 
up the draft m easure prepared for him 
over the week-end, the reports outlining 
the new pump-priming scheme have been 
somewhat misleading. 
The $1,500,000,- 
000 of RFC lending to anyone who 
will 
use the money, the expanded WPA pro­ 
gram, the gesture in 
the 
direction 
of 
housing— these have all been correctly ex­ 
pounded. 
But the nubbin 
of 
his 
pro­ 
gram — the 
additional 
$1,500,000,000 
which is to be spent on Public W orks by 
states and cities— has a new and rem ark­ 
ably interesting twist to it. 
It has been supposed that the $1,500,- 
000,000 of Public W orks money would be 
distributed In non-interest bearing, fifty- 
year loans to states 
and 
municipalities, 
which would be required 
to 
repay 
the 
principal at the rate of 2 per cent annual­ 
ly. 
Actually, the program 
embodied 
in 
the draft bill is just the opposite. 
VICE VERSA 
Instead of lending money to the states 
and cities, the government will ask them 
to borrow money from the public. 
And, 
Instead of being non-interest bearing, the 
proposed bonds will carry 
a 
reasonable 
rate of interest guaranteed by the federal 
treasury. 
Then the President plans 
to 
sweeten the Public W orks pot 
for 
the 
states and cities, not by letting them bor­ 
row money w ithout interest, but by prom­ 
ising to pay the interest on 
all 
money 
they borrow. 
Thus will be created the new class of 
securities— state 
and 
municipal 
bonds 
whose holders will receive federal dollars 
in interest, and state and municipal dol­ 
lars in principal payments. 
So far as 
is 
known, no such division of responsibility 
for the carrying charges on public 
debt 
has ever before been tried out. 
The period of the proposed 
bonds 
is 
limited to fifty years under the term s of 
the draft bill. 
And while the intention is 
to sell the bonds finally to the public, it is 
expected that, during the time of 
emer­ 
gency, when the projects are getting under 
way and the pump is just being primed, 
the home will be taken up by the Recon­ 
struction Finance Corporation. 
As in the 
past, the RFC’s astute chairman, Jesse H. 
Jones, will be perm itted 
to 
resell 
the 
bonds, which he should have little trouble 
in doing in view of the 
federal 
interest 
guarantee. 
WHO PAYS HOW MUCH 
Iu effect, what is contemplated is not 
an Increase in the federal debt, 
but its 
equivalent, an increase in the annual fix­ 
ed charges of the government. 
Just how 
far the increase will go is difficult to pre­ 
dict. 
In the first place, a great many states 
and municipalities have reached their bor­ 
rowing limit, interest guarantee or no in­ 
terest guarantee. 
And, in 
the 
second, 
boiled down to its essentials, 
the 
new 
scheme does not offer the states and cities 
much better term s than the old PWA loan 
and grant program. 
Indeed, budget bu­ 
reau statisticians have figured out th at the 
new scheme, in effect, offers the borrow­ 
ers no more than a 46 
per 
cent 
grant 
would offer. 
The most interesting feature 
of 
the 
scheme, from the point of view of the his­ 
tory of these last months, is this 
rather 
deceptive twist it has, by 
which 
open 
grsnte and thus open increases in federal 
debt are cleaverly avoided. 
From 
the 
start, a major factor in holding the Presi­ 
dent’s hand from pump-priming was 
the 
deelre to avoid a still huger national 
in­ 
debtedness 
Some measure of his anxiety 
about the busineee situation may be gained 
from the fact that, in the end, he hastily 
accepted the new scheme, which 
is 
the 
same as an increase in the debt, but, pre­ 
sumably, smells the sweeter just because 
it does have another name. 
In the draft bill, although the 
states 
and cities will have the responsibility 
of 
raising the money for the 
new 
Public 
Works, there is no provision to 
enlarge 
their freedom in spending it. 
The same 
old clause is retained, under 
which 
the 
President and Secretary of the 
Interior 
Harold I*. Ickes have the power 
to 
ap­ 
prove the proposed projects, and set 
up 
conditions governing their construction.

Members of the Delta county 
board of supervisors voted to de­ 
fer action on the building of an 
addition to the county courthouse 
at the board’s organization meet­ 
ing yesterday. The building and 
grounds 
committee, 
headed 
by 
Carl Anderson, and the finance 
and taxation committee, headed 
by Clyde J. Burns, were author­ 
ised by the board to investigate 
the needs of the present court­ 
house building and to report on 
the possibility of building a new 
one through funds loaned by the 
federal government. 
Under a bill now being con­ 
sidered 
at W ashington, federal 
loans would become available to 
municipalities and counties with­ 
out interest. They would be pay­ 
able at the end of 60 years, or 
over a 60-year period at the rate 
of 3% per year. P. A. LeClatre, 
clerk of the board of supervisors, 
was authorized to w rite to Rep. 
John Luecke and ask him to in­ 
vestigate the possibilities of Delta 
county obtaining such a loan with 
which to build a new courthouse.

The building and grounds com­ 
mittee reported that the court­ 
house building is in need of bet­ 
ter heating equipmeui, and was 
authorized to employ a steam 
radiation expert to analyze the 
needs of the heating system and 
present an estimate on the cost 
of putting it in shape to work 
efficiently. 
The committee reported that 
the present plant is not capable 
of heating the building in cold 
weather.

On T h u rs d a y Mr. Walter Lipp- 
mann took this columnist to task 
for saying t h a t

Mr. Lippmann

that the P resident has 
always 
since then had the power to 
re­ 
move any com m issioner. 
Mr. Lippmann suggests that I

Now, w hat are the facts? There 
has been only one check on the 
President, so far, in regard to the 
Civil Service 
Commission, 
and 
that has been th e provision that 
of the three com m issioners who at 
present head it up, only two may 
belong to the sam e party. It has 
been, in other words, a 
biparti­ 
san board, and under the terms of 
the law, the President 
was 
re 
quired to keep it bipartisan, 
no 
matter whom he m ight remove.

We have been 
In urgent 
need 
for years of a drastic reform of 
the Civil Service. That is conceded 
by every student of our federal 
government. One object of 
that 
-eform should be to provide for a 
very considerable extension of the 
merit system , and the training of 
» continuing, absolutely non-poli­ 
tical efficient personnel. 
This was very /clearly 
in 
the 
minds of the P resident’s Commit­ 
tee on 
A dm inistrative 
M anage­ 
ment who w rote the original 
re­ 
port, which wras to form the basis 
af legislation. 
This Com m ittee— Louis Brown- 
low, Charles 
E. 
Merriam 
and 
Luther 
Gulick — recommended 
that the present bi-partisan board 
of three should be replaced by a 
single executive officer, the Civil 
Service A dm inistrator, and a non­ 
salaried Civil Service Board 
of 
seven m em bers, all to be appoint­ 
ed by the President. The Board 
was to have 
no 
adm inistrative 
duties, but be charged with 
the 
protection and 
developm ent 
of, 
the m erit system . 
The C om m ittee justified this on 
the basis 
that 
a 
single 
head 
‘‘would give th e Civil Service Ad­ 
m inistration the 
unity, 
energy 
xnd responsibility im possible 
to 
obtain in an agency headed by 
a 
full-tim e board of several 
mem­ 
bers.” 
So far so good.

the 
President was to be restricted by 
definite rules governing whom he 
should appoint. 
The Committee 
urged that th e Adm inistrator and 
the Board, instead of being

that the A dm inistrator should be 
selected on “a com petitive, non­ 
partisan basis by a special examin­ 
ing board designated by the Civil 
Service Board, and should be ap­ 
pointed by th e President, with the 
advice and consent of the Senate, 
from the three highest candidates 
passing the exam ination conduct­ 
ed to fill the post.” 
“ In this 
m anner,” 
said

Committee, “ careful attention to 
the professional 
and 
technical 
qualifications required by the off­ 
ice, and the m erit principle would 
be extended to th e very top of lh© 
Civil Service Administration. The

required to appoint his successor 
in the m anner stated above.”

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TOURIST WORK 
IS BETTERED 


Improving Services o f 
Industry Planned 
By Bureau 


Lansing, A prn""lT <£>)— George 
H. Fern, head of the State Bureau 
of Vocational Education, disclosed 
plans today for a scientific pro­ 
gram of improving the services of­ 
fered by Michigan’s tourist and 
resort industry. 
Fern said schools of instruction 
would be conducted throughout 
the 
state 
to teach unemployed 
Michigan young men and women 
such 
things 
as 
the science of 
housekeeping 
for 
the 
tourist 
trade, and the need for courtesy 
that will make the visitor feel at 
home. 
The schools will also offer tips 
on 
beautifying 
the premises of 
commercially operated resorts, the 
operation of a restaurant from 
waitress to management, and the 
latest developments in sanitation. 
Fern said hundreds of men and 
women come to Michigan from 
other states every year and find 
jobs in enterprises connected with 
the tourist and resort industry. 
Many Walk Streets 
“ Meanwhile,” 
he 
continued, 
“the young men and women of 
Michigan wralk the streets in fu­ 
tile search for jobs, because they 
lack 
the 
experience the resort 
operators require. 
We will give 
them the opportunity to acquire 
that experience, so Michigan can 
give its jobs to its own citizens.” 
He said two types of courses 
were 
planned, 
but 
that 
that 
“learn-by-doing” 
methods would 
be employed in each. 
He contem­ 
plated an intensive three w’eek’s 
course, with the students devoting 
four hours a day to their study 
and a longer course with instruc 
lions for two hours a day. 
Classes In Resorts 
The classes will be conducted 
at modern resorts and resort ho­ 
tels for the most part, he said, 
with leaders in the industry sup­ 
plying much of the teaching staff. 
The assistance of home economics 
teachers in the public schools and 
colleges also wrill be enlisted. 
Fern said he would confer at 
Dowagiac next week with B. R. 
Proulx, in charge of the hotel ad­ 
ministration course at Michigan 
State College; Carl Horn, super­ 
intendent of Dowagiac 
schools, 
and a group of resort operators to 
complete plans. 
“The course will be designed 
particularly 
for 
unemployed 
young persons who have complet­ 
ed their regular schooling,” Fern 
explained. 
“ We 
probably 
will 
conduct schools in the vicinity of 
Dowagiac, 
Muskegon, 
Petoskey, 
Traverse City, Eastern Michigan 
resort centers and the Upper Pe­ 
ninsula.”
